1 am  convinced  that 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  been  a great  benefit  to  the 
neighbourhood,  and  I regret  that  there  is  not  and  even  greater- 
demand  for  this  precautn. cn« 

My  greatest  anxiety  at  present  is  the  e ver-increa sing 
shortage  of  houses  and  the  steady  deterioration  of  many  of 
the  older  type.  1 fully  realise  that  you  are  doing  everything 
possible  to  remedy  this  apalling  state  of  affairs  as  soon  as 
possible .
